It I3 imperative that thii'United states should solve its 
own problems before it might consider entry into conflict 
with other oontries. There has been in existence within 
this country several serious situations that are not generally 
recognized. Those situations were known by previous administrations, 
averting major conflict in a most commendable manner. Both 
political parties have demonstrated that ability.

In retrospect, when high officials of previous administrations 
made decisions in accordance with the situation as it was and 
not as the majority of the supposedly well informed individuals 
believed it to be, those officials constantly were criticised 
in a manner, which was irrational to an appalling degree. 

The reaction to everything that was' accomplished with regard 
to the Intnrhexional situation, that actually had only 
one solution, should be reviewed.

The numeroua of flclala and celebrltlea who have expired 
as a result of cancer "is significant. It is known that a 
nalicious group within the professions, specifically the 
medical profession, has been operating jaAlitsatly for 
many years. It is non-partisan. Not only is there the 
problem of a misinformed -^wi^public but, more seriously, 
a misinformed majority of officials. ' Everyone has been 
victimized by vmtruths. All of those who have expired 
were not l^itimate terminal cases of cancer; but no 

physician will admit it unless it should be known and 

such knowledge should be held tenaciously with a stubborn 
refusal to act soley in accordance with the currently 
accepted medical types of treatment to the exclusion 
of ail others. In this "Age” it would appear to be 
ignorance, but now it mi^t be demonstrative of 
enlightenment and good sanity* 

Those unfortunate indiv-i^nala,! all prominent in their 
field, would be alive at this time If they had not acted 
in such abject obedience to the dictates of organized 
medicine. Experience has proved that such narrow ideals 
are_:nclt acceptable when a patient expires unnecessarily 
—but then it was too late* 

Several years ago, the problem of working with patients 
who had been treated with radiation was described in the 
Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph. Funeral directors were concerned 
with regard to methods of working on persons who, as a 
result of treatments with radiation, were too hot to handle 

Equate that level of absorbed radiation with a "worthless 
cancer cure". It has been established that numerous 
hopeless cancer patients were cxired and still are alive 
and well for the reason that a so-called quack still was 
peirmitted to act in accordance with the absolute ri^ts 
guaranteed by the Gqnstitutlon of the United States, 
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It la knoim that hypnotiam and nuclear derieea aue^ as the 
betatron machine, that Is known to have 'suggestive' re stilt a, 
are utilized during the treatment of cancer. Such devices are 
used to control the patient from a considerable distance 
without his knowledge, Hia family and his friends are 
tmaware of the fact that they, also, are the objects of 
control . It does not appear to be advisable for a patient 
to remain in the hospital or under treatment any longer 
than is necessary. The- tendencies of the physicians who 
exert such unlimited control over thh-^minds of others 
are questionable. 

During World War H, psychologists and psychiatrists within 
the large universities in this country received psychological 
information from Russia, It was based upon Pavlovian 
Respondent Conditioning, Scientists were working in cooperation 
with Russia on nuclear devices having hypnotic results, also, 
Russia was uncommunicative with regard to most issues 
at that time. Our psychologists, psychiatrists, and nuclear 
scientists apparently were, themselves, conditioned while they 
were receiving that information. 

The stalinist faction, although it is not currently in 
acceptance in Russia, has been operating within the 
professions in the Halted States for many years. They 
are medical doctors, psychiatrists, psychologists, lawyers, 
educators, clergymen, and others. Utilizing stalinist methoda_;_^^ 
to further their own selfish inclinat ^ns . ^ Irechly. or indlreet^T^ 
they usurp the authorilryiof ^ewwyyoae^nTeiSatact ;-:with:thjDa7’~“"" 
eventually.

Victimized individuals and groups, heretofore well-informed, 
do not realize the source. Those professional persons, who 
wantonly control others, axe mentally ill; and that is the 
actual problem. 

The BXirge on-generals of several adsiinistrations have made no 
effort to rectify the situation. It is our legislators who 
are concerned with regard to wrongs; but, now, various members 
of the medical and dental professions have infiltrated government 
on all levels in accordance with a preconceived plan. Their 
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mot ires are p\irely selfish.. The solution would not bo 
. to "call a doctor". 

The non-professional personnel in other fields such as the members of 
Police Departments, that now utilize hypnotism and sound wave 
devices, are exhibiting criminal tendencies, also. They are 
= . not sufficiently mature, psychologically, to respond to their- 

I i sudden power over the minds of others in an objective lawful manner, 

) All of the individuals who work with devices haring 'suggestive* 

S • results are adversely affected by them. Their behavioral pattern 

presents a paradox of brutality- and -callous indifference. 

The situation is non-partisan. Although controversies occasionally 
appear to be initiated by non -prof ess ionals , the medical profession 
j . is known to instigate those controversies by means of misinformation 

I and hypnotic control. Doctors are prone to cause situations, 

I involving and blaming others who are only innocent 

I "bystanders" in the actual non-admitted dispute. Individuals 

who cooperate ixltimately exhibit the aame psychological tendencies. 
They lie; they are deliberately dishonest; they reiterate the 
questionable wishes of their paranoic masters within medical 
science; but it is apparent that they reject their own good 
judgment for the reason that they are hypnotically controlled, 

I Paranoic symptoms are exhibited that should be better vinderstood, 

1 There is a tendency to project deficiencies and faults in the 

j direction of others. Innocent persons assume the blame. That 

i is paranoia. For longer than a decade, psychiatrists have been 

diagnosing that disturbance incorrectly; and they have been 
1 commit ing the victims. If a person complains that he is controlled 

I hypnotically or in any other manner, he is claimed to "imagine 

that people are plotting against him". Psychiatric "treatment” 
or commitment is recommended; whereas, the actual persons who . 
may have the paranoic or the hebephrenic types of schizophrenia 
remain at home to destroy the reputation of innocent helpless 
victims and to render harmful "assistance" that more correctly 
would be libel, 

Pavlovian conditioning was the source of activity during the 
stalinist regime in Russia, The commionists in Russia are known 
to call for persona, who violate the law, in an ambulance. It 
might be advisable to make an attempt to benefit from the 
experience of the satellite countries before they lost their 
freedom, W®. not doing so . 
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With regard to the asaaaalnation of President 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy, the members of the medical 
profession and the allied sciences might hare been 
the source as a result of proposed legislation and that 
which already is in effect. Many of those men and women 
within the professions are known to exhibit tendencies 
that are symptomatic of the paranoic and the hebephrenic 
types of schizophrenia. It is difficult to believe that 
they are dangerous. The public, now , is better informed. 
Justified criticism has gained momentum , and violence in 
some form might have been the response by those who 
"could do no wrong". 

The situation could be regarded as a paradox. It is known 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was a commxmist but that he had been 
critical of Russia. Charges by the Russian publications 
and the Cuban Foreign Ministry that "far right" agents 
in this coTontry engineered the assassination may not bo 
entirely incorrect, if the erroneous implications currently 
attributed to "far right" were known and thoroughly xmderstood. 
The attempted assassination of former Major General 
Edwin C. Walker followed his release from a hospital 
in which he was under psychiatric observation, during 
a civil rights demonstration, and subsequently cleared. He 
and his associates were kno-ra to have been justifiably 
uncooperative. Unfortunately, many otherwise well-informed 
conservatives within this country are dangerously misinformed 
with regard to the medical -political situation. When the 
majority of the people act in abject obedience to medical 
and pharmaceutical organizations, they are, in reality,' 
accepting groups that follow stalinist-pavlovian ideals 
and methods, although the stalinist faction is no longer 
in control in Russia. 

It would be difficult to comprehend this situation without 
an understanding of the Cuban Situation, The late 
President was very w;ell informed, but he was 
harassed by lesser informed individuals. 

Prime Minister Fidel Castro was brought into power in Cuba 
by the assistance, primarily, of two groups^- a relatively 
conservative group and a group that followed the

ideals, specifically, of the stalinist coBsaxinists. Inhen 
Premier Castro ultimately cooperated with Russia, the 
stalinist faction within the professions of cthls ;CQuntryr .-7 
proceeded to reverse its stand toward him, leading an 
anti-Castro revolt. Simultaneously, the anti-commtinist s 
led an anti-Castro revolt. It is the same revolt. Patriotic 
^ericans continue to follow in the direction of the 
stalinist faction with regard to ntimerous issues. 

The assertion that Premier Castro is mentally iiiulhotild 
be regarded^ to be substantial evidence of the existence 
of members of the professions, exhibiting stalinist -pavlovian 
inclinations. He may, or he may not be mentally ill; 
but his attitudes are more consistent with a high standard 
of rational behavior than they were initially, when he 
was assisted in seizing control of the Cuban government from 
Dictator Pulgensia Battista, who was claimed to have regarded 
Abraham Lincoln as a "model". 

Stiodents within the universities of the 
United States staged demonstrations on Lincoln's 
Birthday and on other national holidays. 

Prior to last Christmas, Castro purchased 
food apparently in readiness for the holiday; 
the commiinists do not celebrate Christmas. A 
semblance of co-existence has been demonstrated 
in action but not in words at various times, 
amidst the irrational accusations by the 
misinformed informed individuals within this 
country. Premier Castro, however, never 
should have received the support of individuals 
within the United States, with weapons that eventually 
were confiscated by Pederai agents for the 
reason that the entire scheme was contraary to 
international law. 

For longer than ten years, mental illness, or its clever 
implication, has been used arbitrarily by the medical profession 
and the oublic in the event of a divergence of opinion. 

It is a ^’learned" reaction, one of the 'loaded* 
statements of this era that carries a definite response; 
whereby, all independent reasoning ceases. Pavlovian 
Conditioning was the soxirce of activity during the 
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stalinist regime. The connminists in Russia are known to call 
for persons, who riolate the law, ^ ^ ambulance * 

Frequently, discussion of the Cuban situation appears to be 
subjective. To avoid suspician, Oswald might have been 
the person paid or hypnotically controlled to carry out 
(unverbalized) violence. His death prevented the release 
of evidence by his ovm statements. Jack Ruby, his slayer^ 
might have been hypnotically controlled, inaudibally, by 
various methods to carry out his part of a despicable act. 

(Do not overlook the fact that Operant Conditioning might 
have been utilized without detection. Persons are eliminated 
after they have "served their purpose".) 

The late President Kennedy was aware of the situation nationally; 
and he made a valiant effort not to cooperate with the above- 
mentioned groups of individuals, who, repeatedly, have been 
the source of controversy and violence. 

The facts might appear to be conflicting.

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AN ANALYSIS OF THE CHARACTER OF THE ASSASSIN 
OF PRESIDENT JOHN F. KENNEDY 


Lee Harvey Oswald died before he was given the opportunity of a trial for the murder of 
rhe President and thus the case of the assassination of President John F. Kennedy will 
never legally be solved. Oswald will always be recorded in American History as the sus- 
pected and probable assassin. We have the further knowledge that one of the sternest 
admonitions in the Bible is that of; "Judge not lest ye be judged. " 

With the above being accepted as a foundation, the reason I have undertaken this analysis of 
the probable assassin of the President is that to the extent that the personality character- 
istics of this man and any man in general like him could constitute the make up of a man 
who might and would possibly assassinate a President or other high government official, 
it would be a civic duty in conscience of a private citizen to communicate such an analysis 
to agencies which are charged by law with the responsibilities of safeguarding the life of 
the President and other officials since they have the obligation in prudence to consider 
possible individuals who might be construed as a cause for concern in the fulfilling of the 
tasks of their profession, 

I don’t know Oswald personally but taking the reports of him and the manifestations of his 
character as given in the news media, I would hold that an atheist could perpetrate this 
horrible crime. For the purposes of this analysis I will assume a fictional character 
named Oswald who does perpetrate this crime to reconcile the facts that, while the human 
being Oswald cannot be licitly judged, the mind naturally seeks a solution to the crime. 

When a person believes in and has dsedience to Almighty God, he accepts the existence 
and obligation to build a spiritual life and a moral code as given by this Creator as ruling 
his conduct as a person individually and in association with other persons in society. 

For such a person, the center of his life is Almighty God. His actions, behavior and 
thoughts are performed with reference to God and His Laws. There also exists other 
possibilities as a philosophy of life. A person can deny that there is a one, true God in 
Heaven Who created life and rules men and all that exists, and in so doing the person who 
believes this way now makes himself the center of life and society and in so doing, in 
effect, makes himself a god. The false "god" that an atheist makes of himself is all- 
powerful and almighty to the extent of the maximum effect that his will can have in life . 

As opposed to the Creator Who is perfection itself and Whose goodness, mercy and 
justice are infinite, the false "god" that an atheist makes of himself may exercise his 
will to its maximum power in envy, hatrecf and malice. To such a person, if the impulse 
presents itself of beating his wife, -since his will is the center of the universe and its 
exercise is held to be a good, he therefore beats his wife. If the envy, malice and hatred 
of our country and its constitutional head, the President of the United States as an office 
and the individual man who holds that office with courage and dedication, is powerful enough 
to present to the will of that atheist the desire to express these evil qualities and, further, 
if there is no moral frame of reference restraining this will but the will acting is the 
good sought after; then the person may take the life of this man who was the President of 
our nation in an act of murder . Let us assume our fictional Oswald is such a man . 



Los' Angeles Times by Robert E. Thompson datelined Dallas - approximately November 23, 
1963. 

"Lee H. Oswald, 24, an ex-Marine, was booked as Mr. Kennedy's alleged assassin after 
he had been interrogated for nearly eight hours by federal, state and local law enforcement 
officers, Dallas Police Chief J. E. Curry, told newsmen Oswald had not confessed. 

But, the Chief said, he would be charged with murder based on physical evidence, . . 
Investigators said they still have considerable work to do on the case but are convinced that 
Oswald is guilty of the President’s murder. Police said Oswald admitted he worked in the 
textbook warehouse building from which the shots that killed the President were fired. 
Oswald would not account for his whereabouts at the-time of the assassination, police said. 

. . . but from the moment Oswald was apprehended, the primary objective of the FBI, 
the Secret Service, Texas Rangers, and the Dallas Police was to determine whether he 
fired the fatal shot at the President. Curry said Oswald admitted his Communist sympathies 
and activities in the pro-Castro "Fair Play for Cuba Committee." But, beyond that, Curry 
said, Oswald would admit nothing. The Police Chief described Oswald as a stoic." 

The reason he refuses to account for his wtereabouts and does not confess follows from his 
past pattern of behavior of defiance of authority. His fece shows considerable frustration 
as a general condition but from the news photos of him just before he was shot while 
between officers J. R. Leavelle and L. C. Graves, as a specific condition, his face and 
bearing show considerable self- composure and contentment. 

In the police interrogation room while all the investigations from the different agencies 
stand around him, he has this self-assurance and refuses to confess a crime he committed 
since he feels a sense of power and superiority to the men around him as he watches their 
helplessness in the face of the effect of his wtU. Their chief interest is not in obtaining a 
confession from him as such. On this day, every man questioning him ardently wishes 
that this deed could be undone. He sees their uneasiness and exults in the fact that it was 
the action of his will that is the power in front of which they are helpless . 

Most people seldom look at other persons as those persons are, but rather superimpose 
the qualities they consider important as an overlay to another's character. The average 
person refers to the assassin as a "kook" or "nut" . The reason they say this is that they 
never look at the assassin as one human being and what he is like but rather put this 
overlay of their own traits on him and come up with confusion . Nearly all of us spent the 
weekend of November 22 - 24 in a state of shock as a result of the difficulty in assimilating 
the enormity of this crime .

The average person starts out with, the following premises: 

(1) I love my country and assume that others do too . 

(2) I would never murder any one and I assume that no one else would either . 

When a person comes along who retains in his character contradictions of both of these 
statements to a profound degree and is prepared and does act in reality with these evil 
elements in his character as motives, no one has to be ashamed of experiencing 
confusion in trying to understand such an individual. 
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While the suspect has this sense of power, there also is the fact of his lack of 
comprehension of the significance of what he has done since if, to him, the exercise 
of his will is the main good in life , then the social implications of his acts is a meaning- 
less term. With such a person you could mention Kennedy, assassination, Connally and 
murder all day long and he wouldn't bat an eyelash or twitch a lip. These terms are of 
no importance to him . 

The exercise of his will is important to him. The people who are hurt in this exercise 
of his will are extraneous to his interest. If he was shown a picture of Mrs. Kennedy 
and her children and was told that as a residt of his action this young woman is now a 
widow and wUl have to bring up her children without a father, this would have no effect 
on him since his will acting is important to him and the suffering of this woman and her 
children are not. 

For the purposes of speculation assuming he had not been shot, when he was visited in 
jail by his wife and mother, he'd ask for newspapers to read what reporters were saying 
about him and exult in the glow of his self-importance . This would be an example of how 
morally obtuse this man is . He would have a silent glee in all the attention being paid 
him but would not, because of his moral and spiritual condition, comprehend the 
abhorrence that the public would experience for his act. At the end of his trial assuming 
he was found guilty, the newspapers would report that Oswald maintained the same stoic 
composure as the Judge sentenced him that he had all during the trial. The word here 
would not be stoic but uncomprehending. He would net comprehend the fact that sopiety 
found his act reprehensible. 

Assuming he was sentenced to life imprisonment, as the years passed and the Communist 
and leftist but non- Communist news media around the world raised the cry that Oswald 
was innocent and that the assassination was a rightest plot he would never consciously 
say anything to contradict this and would enjoy the attention given him. 

As an example which contrasts with this line of behavior and might be considered as the 
way the average murderer from a motive of passion acts, they had a case in Seattle 
where an Italian laborer killed his unfaithful wife in a very brutal and violent manner. 

For the first fifteen hours he was in custody, the man admitted nothing. At this point, 
the suspect was reported as having gone into a catatonic like fit in which he re-enacted 
his crime fearfully sobbing all the while. Eight hours later after sleeping, he denied 
any previous verbal confession which he had made . What probably occurred was that 
the enormity of his act filled him with overwhelming emotions which caused him to act 
against his own self-interest. ,, •' 

A father of a young boy hits the child in anger and then is immediately remorseful. 

The reason he experiences remorse is because of the love the father has for the child. 

If he didn't have this love, he wouldn't experience sorrow. 

If the reader accepts as a speculation the foregoing analysis and then compares the 
picture of Oswald from the newspapers before and after he was shot, I would premise 
that the key feature on his face as he is shot is the lack of comprehension he has 
even of the significance of his own death. 
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The question presents itself of the spiritual Implications of this event. At the split 
second that the assassin was squeezing the trigger to fire the bullet at 12-.30 P.M . on 
the 22nd of November, Almighty God saw this and as the Ruler of the world, all the 
societies and people in it and every act and power to act that exists in His creatures 
could have caused a slight gust of wind which would have swerved the bullet to miss the 
President by 2 inches . Our Lord had the power to do this, but He did not use it. 

It is said that Our Lord never causes evil but rather permits it to occur and that even 
then He draws good out of the evil act. This assassination was a singularly monstrously 
evil act. 

(1) Why did our Lord permit it to occur? 

(2) What good does our Lord expect to derive out of this evil act? 

(3) What does He wish that we. His creatures, learn from this event in sm 
understanding which will reflect His glory and goodness? 

Possibly we may have to put aside the Image of the happy, pleasant America with no 
problems which has millions of its citizens fleeing a confrontation with their consciences 
by occupying their attention with subscription pay television, new cars with side 
windows that move at the press of a button and distractions . 

The purpose of our Lord in permitting this horrible crime to occur may well be that he 
is no longer willing to accept only the implicit belief in God that is the foundation of our 
society and country but wishes that this profession of alleg^ence and diedience to 
Almighty God be publicly made and acted upon by both the individuals and institutions 
of our country. 

This implicit belief exists when a person places his hand on the Bible In court and says 
that: "I will tell the truth and nothing but the truth, so help me God.” The implication 
is that the words and the Judicial system that rests on their meaning are worthless 
without the witness of our Lord, 

The people of our country have experienced much grief over this event and possibly 
some of it is excessive. The assassination of President John F. Kennedy, shocking 
though it is, has to be viewed in a spiritual perspective . 

The life of John F. Keimedy belonged to Almighty God and when He, in His wisdom, 
chose to call his servant to his eternal reward whether on that day, two days before, 
ten years before or ten years after November 22, 1963, was an expression of His will 
a will which has to be received by His creatures with a submissiveness characterized 
by humility and meekness. 

Is all the grief that our country experienced, both individually and collectively, equal 
to the sorrow that our Blessed Mother felt on the day that she saw her Son carry His 
cross along the road to Calvary and there watch Jesus be crucified?

As individuals and a country, it may be said that to the extent*. 
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, (a) of our faith in materialism that our scientists are our priests, 

(b) - of our faith in secular humanism that our psychiatrists are our priests, and 

(c) of our faith in Almighty God that our Catholic Priests are our Priests (i.e. 
author's partisan view - it would be a Rabbi or Minister for those of other 
faiths) . 


Truths may be drawn from this terrible event that will show forth the glory of God and 
contribute to the possibility of drawing more souls to Him. As the natural life of John 
Kennedy ebbed away, despite the frantic efforts of our magnificant medical doctors and 
the facilities they have, the faitlis of Materialism and Secular Humanism and its 
ministers, the scientists and psychiatrists, stood by helpless and despairing. One 
faith, that in Almighty God, demonstrated that it lives even through such terrible events 
in Glory and Majesty and provides to its adherents the spiritual power of the Love of 
God which has overcome death. 

At the end of this analysis, it is necessary to mention once again that as a person who has 
left the living Oswald will never be able to be tried for this crime. It is the duty of a 
Christian to wish the mercy of our Lord on the soul of the man Lee Oswald and leave to 
Almighty God His judgement. 

The only justification that can be presented for undertaking such an analysis is that the 
confusion most people experience due to the main suspect’s untimely death, ignorance of 
motives and the utmost seriousness of the act perpetrated as of now lend themselves, with 
a realistic knowledge of human weakness, to unscruplous individuals using this situation 
to make tinfounded charges against second parties and in turn leading to general, 
unproductive investigative work.

VIEWS ON THE HISTORY, POLITICS AND PHILOSOPHY 


OF AMERICA 


A story of the Greeks and the analogy it provides for us . 

Of the Peloponnesian War, Thucydides relates that the Athenian Greeks 
ceased to be a great and feared power in the Mediterranean when they fought and 
were defeated at equal numbers by the Greeks at Syracuse in Sicily. The reason 
they were defeated for the first time at equal numbers when hitherto they were 
usually victorious against heavy odds is that they fought a people for the first 
time who believed in the same principles they did. Their defeat demonstrated 
that their power was not unique or mysterious to themselves but rather lay in 
the fact that they were human beings who adhered to certain ideas and it was 
the resultant strength that men could bring to life by holding these principles 
that made them great. 

The moral Thucydides drew from this was that other countries lost their 
fear of the "Athenian Greek Magic" by seeing them defeated. The anology 
relative to America, in my opinion, is that Americans are human beings no 
better or worse as such than any other group of people on the planet but what 
lies at the greatness of America, and great I believe it to be, are the principles 
that we espouse and specifically that the people of this land believing in these 
concepts . 

The analogy of the Greeks to our situation is that with the prolonged 
ideological conflict with Russia, there exists the tendency, even if not articu- 
lated, on the part of Americans to tone down the striking features of our 
principles, emphasize those characteristics which are less offensive to com- 
munists under the opinion that this would reduce tensions if the source of those 
tensions were not highlighted. While recognizing this to be the case, I advocate 
that we perceive that the following principles (the ones enumerated are ones 
that I am deeply committed to and when in the course of duty to country a man 
may die it is specifically in defense of these that I would undertake that duty); 

(a) Sanctity of the individual 

(b) Right to privacy 

(c) The doctrine that men are not the creatures of the state but rather 

that the state exists only to serve its citizens 

(d) That it derives its authority from God 

(e) That its citizens have the freedom to publicly worship God 

make us great and that in time of danger, when we are challenged for holding 
them, that we should increase our devotion to them. 



My personal philosophy of life is that l am an individual created by Our Lord; 
that I am an American citizen who loves his country, is prepared to die in its 
defense, and believes in the right of that country to self-defense against enemies 
that would attack it . . 

As one human being, what can I do to promote its welfare - - while I do not 
pretend to perfectly comprehend, less perfectly act on these truths; I believe, 
in a generation which is rare for the profession of these qualities, in possessing 
a love and adoration of Our Lord for His own sake as a primary reason for 
living and motive for acting and on a more mundane level, of possessing a per- 
sonal honor which will not sacrifice its principles for the acquisition of money 
or power. To be more truthful, for the above reasons, not to pursue these 
goals at all. 

What explains a person who reads a great deal, does not extensively socialize, 
marry, have children, try to accept responsibility or strive for a better material 
well-being? I have read above 3,000 books . I enjoy being alone from the stand- 
point of thinking about what I read and spiritual meditation . I enjoy living in a 
country that respects my personal freedom and has faith in individual human beings 
- -faith that their efforts to be true to themselves and strengthen their integrity 
will in the long run benefit both the individual and society. 

To achieve the above goals it does not inhere that a person has to remain 
singie, be iess social than average or place position or money low on a system of 
values, but I find this attitude to afford less room for compromise. 

What do such attitudes mean in social terms? Can we have a viable society 
if each person does not contribute to his capacity for the Gross National Product? 

Yes, if we appreciate the fact that other courses are open and accept the fact 
that some people will take them. Why doesn't a person who feels this way go into 
a conventional role such as a teacher? Again, I feel it is exercising the capacity 
God gave and the freedoms our political system conferred to be an individual . 

If Lincoln had lived and died in Springfield, Illinois, never gaining any fame but 
still possessing his strong faith in God and integrity, I feel his life would still 
have meaning because his will acted on the graces Our Lord bestowed on him to 
develop his strong character . ^ •' 

The genius of America in history, and I am thinking here in political and 
natural terms , is that it professed the faith that any person could be capable of 
greatness if given the opportunity. Systems prior to this entrusted its oppor- 
tunities and destiny on its Aristocracy and if exceptional persons rose from the 
common populace, it assimilated him into the favored class. Coming frqpi the 
point of theoretically expressing faith in the average person with the Declaration 
of Independence and Bill of Rights in 1776, Abraham Lincoln afforded history an 
example of the truth of this belief. 




Another feature of which I am proud to be an American would be the following 
example . In the Central Valley of California we do not have orientals blowing up 
gas stations as is occurring in Venezuela. The reason is that for someone who is 
poor opportunity to improve his status by personal initiative exists as a safety 
valve to frustration. This idea is cogent enough that it is the policy of our govern- 
ment to disseminate it to other lands as a means to deal with the social and 
political problems that have arisen in the 20th century .
